sicians have been put on duty. Ice 
begs, and remedies of al! kinds for 
Leat victims have been p'aced on the 
glass shelves. For heat, once it has 
broken down a person’s resistance, does 
its work rapidly and the remedies must 
be quickly applied. 

Then there is always the danger that 
even when the patient is revived his 
brain may be affected. This sinister 


danger is enough to make the physi- 
clans at the Hospital lay aside a stab- 


bing case that is not serious to work at 
once on the man who is brought in on 
account of the heat. 

Different remedies are applied. When 
the patient is suffering from heat ex- 
haustion—which is apparent when his 
pulse is weak and he is in a cold sweat— 
strychnine and other stimulants are 
riven immediately, and afterwards ice 
and cooling appliances. 

Icepack for Sunstroke. 


But when the patient is suffering 
from prostration or sunstroke and his 
temperature is abnormally high and his 
pulse, instead of being weak, is rapid 
and strong, then he is covered with 
ice bags to bring the hot blood back 
to its normal temperature. During the 
treatment of heat victims the patient is 
laid on his back so that the heart will 
not be taxed more than is necessary. 

About the most ominous feature of 
the heat wave is that its victims are 
not confined to any particular quarters 
of the city—the crowded tenement dis- 
tricts are not scoring a higher tally 
in the list of victims than the districts 


where there is space and cooler air. This 


is due to the fact that the kind of liv- 
ing those indulge in who don’t have 
to worry about what it will cost are 
the first to be overcome by heat. The 
necessarily simple diet of the poor man 
is his best safeguard. The physicians 
say that during the heat wave the diet 
cannot be made too meager for safety. 


Saftey in Much Water. 

Then the laborer drinks a great deal 
of water and beer is practically his 
ohly beverage. Beer is dangerous in 
hot weather, but it is less dangerous 
than the fancy drinks that are served 
across little tables under great whirl- 
ing fans in the big cafes. 

The long stay of the heat wave is 
plainly seen even in the appearance of 
those who have not succumbed. Along 
the downtown streets men and women 
walk wearily, stopping every now and 
then in a doorway for rest and shade. 

Although the Weather Man has been 
able to do little for us in the way of 
physical relief, he now comes forward 
with a suggestion that we ought not to 
feel so badly about it, as the tempera- 
ture rose to 107 on July 24, 1901. At 
the humidity was 
much lower than it has been during the 
last month in St. Louis, and for that 
reason the heat was hardly more ener- 
vating than it has been this summer.

Young Man Copied Balzac, 
Planning to Pass It as 
His Own.

MAKING SPURIOUS COIN 





Names Accomplice When Po- 
lice Find Counterfeiting 
Outfit in His Trunk. 





James Kolly Cole, traveling showman, 
tracked to St. Iouis by his Nernesis— 
Mise Eva Lina Herndon, a dressmaker 
—confessed Thursday that he held the 
taglds into whicr his chance friend, 
Frank Martin, -poured hot metal to 
tnake counter(cit )alf-doilars in their 
boarding-house room at 3141 Washing- 
ton avenue. 

Cole, when arraigned before United 
States Commissioner Babbit Thursday, 
waived a preliminary hearing. He was 
held for the Federal Grand Jury in $200 
bond on a charge of having counterfeit 
money in his possession. Unable to give 
bond he was taken back to Jail. He 
offered to plead guilty, but the Commis- 
sioner told him he could not accept the 
plea. 

Miss Herndon left her room at the 
Stratford Hotel at 7 a. m. Police and 
Federal authorities are unable to find 
her. 

Miss Herndon charges that Cole de- 
frauded her of money which she pail 
hin. for an advertisement itn a ‘‘Tinlon 
Iabor’ directory’ which was never pub- 
lished. When he jumped his $800 bond 
in Chicago M‘es Tlernden voluntcerc’d 
to find hirn. 

She was successfu', but she probab'y 
wi!l fail in hes purpese to take him back 
to Chicago, because his crreat here de- 
veioped the fact that ne is a counter- 
fejier. The Federa: courts will now 
have the first clali: on h'm.

Cole sdys fe is tha sen of C. C. Cole. a 
ywoalthy Chicago real cstate dealer. He 
is 22 and says Miss Herndon is 20 years 
his senior. 

Calls Counterfeit ‘‘Souvenir.” 

A. spurious half-doliar found in his 
rocket after he hari been arrested at 
the request of Miss Herndon Wednesday 
evering, causea his detention as 4 coun- 
terfeiter. He says he had the colin aa 
a ‘souvenir.”’ 

Before Miss Herndon came to St. 
Iouls she obtained ‘from the young 
man’s parents a photograph of him 
taken when he was 5 years old. The 
resemblance to hint asa he is now is 
striking, but sh» did not have to tse 
the picture to identify him. 

A few hours after she registered at 
the Stratford Hotel as “Lina Stagner, 
Springfield, Ill.,’” she saw Cole at Six- 
teenth and Market streets. Following 
him to Union Station she pointed him 
out to a policeman. At headquarters 
he gave the Washington avenue board- 
ing house address. 

Following the clew of the counterfeit 
half-dollar found in his pocket, detec- 
tives went to his room. In his trunk 
they found a complete counterfeiting 
outfit, including molds for half-dollars. 

At first he denied that he had any- 
thing to do with making spurious coin 
and protested that the articles in the 
trunk -were the property of his room- 
mate, Frank Martin. 

Cole’s first confession ef his complicity 
in counterfeiting was made to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter in the Four Courts 
holdover Thursday. Later he repeated 
it to Assistant Chief of Detectives Mc- 
McCarthy. 

“I held the molds while Martin melted 
and made the casts,” said he ‘We 
have worked in our rooms every night 
since we came here eight days ago. 
There was something the matter with 
the alloy and the coins were not very 
good, but we were down and out and 
Martain passed some of them. 

Did Carnival “Spiel,” 

“When i jumped my bond and left 
Chicago a man named Knapp went with 
me. We got a job with a carnival com- 
pany at Quincy. I did a spiel before the 
show opened. I also sang sentimental 
songs with stereopticon illustrations 
and doubied with Knapp in a comedy 
turn. 

“We trimmed suckers, too. My part- 
ner had a pair of shaped dice which we 
used in craps games. 

“I met Martain about three weeks ago 
at Quincy. He came around to the show 
and said he wanted to talk to me. We 
went down to a quiet place near the 
river and he said we could make @ 
stake ‘shoving the queer.’ 

“I was broke and I told him I'd think 
about it. Our show jumped to Hanni- 
bal. Martin must have followed, for he 
bobbed up on the street and made his 
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ing outfit. 

“I’m not sorry,I’m caught except for 
my family. I guess it will teach me a 
lesson. 

Pay Herd to Get. 

“I never saw Miss Herndon until 
about a year ago, when I went to her 
dressmaking shop in Clark street to get 
an ad for my Labor Directory. The 
idea was to print the names of all mer- 
chants and tradesmen who were in sym- 
pathy with union labor. I meant to get 
out the directory, but to do so I had to 
collect from the subscribers. I found 
that a lot of them weren't willing to 
pay until they received the book. 

“To make them pay I got a lot of 
blanks known as ‘bluff notices’ formerly 
used by Chicago justices of the peuce 
and constables to enforce collections. 
It was the custom to send these out to 
debtors before a suit was filed. They 
looked like legal documents and they 
were so worded that the person receiv- 
ing them would think they would have 
to pay or go to court. They worked 
nearly every time. 

“That's the way I made Miss Hern- 
don pay me. After she gave me the 
money she swore out a warrant and 
other subscribers followed suit. The 
man who wént on my bond was known 
to me only as ‘Curley.’ I” understand 
he is wealthy. 

In Cole's trunk was found a diary in 
which he told of his meeting with Mart- 
in and their efforts to “make money’”’ in 
St. Louis. 

Planned a Plagiarism. 

There was also a draft of the first 
chapters of a novel with the title 
Vivian, by James Kelly Cole. This was 
identified by a Post-Dispatch reporter 
as the opening of one of the best-known 
novels of Balzac. Cole acknowledzed 
that he copied it and intended to pass it 
off as his own. In his papers also were 
many extracts from poems by Shelley, 
Coleridge and Keats. 

Cole says that he graduared from the 
North Chicago High School and the 
Chicago Business Law Co'lege. He had 
an ambition to be a great writer, he 
says, but he fell in with bad compan- 
ions and took to living on hig wits.

Most Everybody Sees It. 

From 10 to 10:30 pretty near all the 
inhabitants of St. Louis were gazing at 
the moon and marveling at the majesty 
of the phenomena. 

Something like a hundred thousand of 
them expressed the wish that there 
might be an eclipse of the sun’s rays 
on the morrow. 

It was well that the people all turned 
cut to see the eclipse. It will be eight- 
een years and eleven days before there 
will be another oné just like it. And 
if there should happen to be cloudy 
weather then, another wait of the same 
length would be necessary. 

At the time of maximum eclipse sev- 
en-twelfths of the surface of the moon 
was darkened by the earth's shadow. 

Astronomers Interested. 

Telescopes were not needed, but many 
used opera glasses. professors «nd 
students of astronomy at the universi- 
ties and elsewhere were of tourse busy 
witn their big telescopes and the favor- 
able conditions enab'ed them to make 
interesting observations.

RAILROADS’ MAIL | 
PAY TO BE CUI 


Postoffice Department Declares 
Cars Are Too Large and Re- 
duction Follows. 


an 





CHICAGO, July 2%.—A general order 
has been issued by the Postoffice De- 
partment which will result in reducing 
the compensation enjoyed by the rail- 
roads for carrying the mails by at least 
$1,000,000 annually. 

In connection with the order, it is 
hinted that there may be a scandal if 
all the facts, which made the issuance 
of it a necessity, became known. 

The order affects several hundred mail 
routes, and it is to the effect that on 
the routes the mail can be carried in 
smaller cars than the railroads are us- 
ing. 

It is, therefore, ordered that a reduc- 
tion either be made in the size of the 
cars, or if the railroads choose to con- 
tinue their use they will get paid for 
the size of cars actually needed. 

On the other hand, the railroads in- 
sist that it is in the province of the 
Postoffice Department to designate the 
cars which shall be used on mail routes 
and that the roads are now using such 
cars as were actually ordered by the 
department. 


Contention Is Admitted. 

Department officials admit that this is 
true, but insist that more space is 
being paid for by the department than 
is actually needed in the transportation 
of the mails. It is not announced 
whether this condition is the result of 
poor judgment or otherwise. 

The new order is the result of the 
work of 125 private detectives, which 
the Postoffice Department placed on 
duty about six months ago. They were 
ordered to make a thorough investiga- 
tion, with a view of ascertaining if 
larger cars were being used on the muil 
routes than were actually required. 

Their report shows that in hundreds 
of cases the Government was paying 
for more space than is necessary, anc 
the Postmaster-General ordered a re- 
duction. 

Besides the regular compensation 
based upon tonnage, which the railroads 
receive for transporting the mails, ther 
also receive car mileage for cars more 
ihan 30 feet in length. 


Where Cars’ Size Counts. 

For cars more than that length and 
up to 40 feet, they receive $25 a mile 
run for one year; for cars more than for- 
ty feet and up to 50 feet they receive 
$4) a mile run for one year, and for 
cars exceeding 50 feet they receive $50 
for every mile run one year. 

The department has ordered smaller 
cars on many routes, but iff the rail- 
roads desire to continue hauling the 
large cars they will receive pay oniy 
for the size car which the royernc: ent 
insists is needed. 

Local railroad officials say the latest 
move of the department is only an un- 
warranted attempt to curtail thetr pay 
for- transportation of the mails. 





Six Weeks to Build Church,

a frame church, 76 by 30 feet, at King’s 
Highway boulevard and Northland ave- 
nue. Rev. P. H. Bradley, appointed by 
Archbishop Glennon in June, expects

AMENDED ALCOHOL 
RULES ARE ISSUED 


Permit Application Oath Not Re- 
quired of Manufacturers Using 
Denatured Product. 





(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 
WASHINGTON, July 25.—Amended de- 


natured alcohol regulations have been 
issued by the Commissioner of Interna! 
Revenue, to take effect Sept. 1. They 
are made necessary by the act passcd 


by Congress. 


Under the new regulations, in addi- 


tion. to denatured warehouses on dis- 
tillery premises, denaturing 
warehouses may be constructed at such 


points as business interest may require, 
and alcohol may be transferred from 
denaturing warehouses by means of 
tanks or tank cars to ccnsumers. 

Manvfacturers using completely de- 
natured alcohol are not required to 
swear to an application for a permit, 
and a permit when secured continues 
in force until revoked. Retatlers in de- 
natured alcohol are not required to keep 
a record of any kind. 


Production Regulation. 


Industrial or farm distilleries may 
produce alcohol from anything that con- 
tains fermertable matter. At these dis- 
tilleries one room may be used as 4 
combined cistern, distillery, warehouse 
and denaturing warehouse. 

Industrial distilleries are divided into 
two classes. In the first, a replaced dis- 
tillery of a surveyed capacity of 50- 
proof gallons or less of spirits in 24 
hours. At such distilleries, storekeep- 
ers’ gauges are not regularly assigned, 
unless the collector certifies that in his 
opinion the presence of an officer at a 
particular distillery is necessary. 

Distilleries of the second class are 
those that produce more than 50 gallons 
and less than 100 gallons of distilled 
spirits daily. At distilleries of this class 
an officer will be regularly assigned, 
unless the collector shall certify that

Relieved From Records, 
Manufacturers using specially dena- 
tured alcohol are, under the new regu- 
lations, relieved from keeping a record 
of the goods in the manufacture of 
which denatured alcohol is used. 
Proprietors of industrial distilleries 
and manufacturers receiving alcohol in 
manufacturing processes where but a 
small quantity of alcohol is denatured 
are not required to provide themselves 
with denaturing material rooms or to 
have the denaturants regularly tested, 
but may procure approved authorized 
denaturants either from central dena- 
turing warehouses or from distilleries 
at which regular denaturing warehouses

SKELETON OF LIZARD 314 FEET 








Remains of ‘Gigantic Prehistoric 
Monster Discovered in Hill 
of Shale. 


Spectal to the Post-Dispatch. 

BAGGS, Wyo., July 25.—The most im- 
portant discovery ever made in the 
great fossil beds of Wyoming is the 
skeleton of an animal of the lizard type. 
just found, which shows a length of 314 
feet. 

It is by far the largest prehistoric ani- 
mal yet discovered. The skeleton, which 
w-s found by an expedition from the 
Wyoming State University, is in a per- 
fect state of preservation, every bone 
seeming to have been in place when 
petrifaction set in. The skeleton is in 
the side of a hill of shale and has not 
been torn entirely from the stone in 
which it is embedded, but the whole 
length can be seen.

Ry Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, July 2%.—A profound 
sensation was caused here by the claim 
set up by Vespasian Warner, the Com- 
missioner of Pensions, that his step- 
mother was not entitled to share equal- 
ly in his father’s estate because she is 
of negro descent. 

Even the most intimate social friends 
and business associates of Mr. War- 
ner here knew nothing about this re- 
markable case, and the action of Com- 


missioner Warner was a complete sur- 
prise to them. This development is 
likely to jeopardize the official posi- 
tion of the commissioner and his re- 
tirement from the public service is ex- 
pected. 

Commissioner Warner is criticised se- 
verely for his action in exposing the 
family skeleton, especially as he is a 
rich man in his own right, having con- 
trol of a fortune larger than the one left 
by his father. Warner's relationships 
are rather curious. He is the brother- 
in-law of his own son and his wife is 
the sister-in-law and stepmother-in- 
law of his son. 


Family Ties Mixed, 

Commissioner Warner has been mar- 
ried twice. He had several children by 
his first wife. He and his son married 
sisters and this brought the curious re- 
lationship between the four persons. 
Another curious feature of Warner's 
married life‘is that after he had been 
married the second time, the father 
of his first wife died and left a fortune 
aggregating several million dollars. ‘He 
bequeathed a large portion of the estate 
to Warner and left the remainder of 
it to his grandchildren, the daughters 
and sons of Commissioner Warner. 

The entire estate was turned over te 
Warner to be administered by him in 
his discretion, and so much confideuce 
did his former father-in-law have in 
Warner that no bond was required. He 
was given a free hand and absolute 
control of this fortune. In addition to 
this Warner is a rich man. He owns 
many farms in Illinois and has other 
large interests. 

Not Prominent Socially. 

Warner has not been prominent 4so- 
cially here, but has entertained in a 
modest manner. He served in the Civil 
War with distinction. He entered as a 
private in an Illinois regiment and at 
the close of the w.: had risen to the 
rank of Major. 

He served as a member of the House 
of Representatives from 189% to 1903, 
when he was a leading candidate for 
the gubernatorial nomination. He was 
beaten after a bitter fight, as a resu!t 
of which he tost his seat in the House. 
He was then appointed Commissioner 
of Pensions. His administration of that 
office has been of the highest ordcr, 
and there has not been the slightest 
hint of a scandal during his administra- 
tion. He has not been attacked by the 
old soldiers, and since he became the 
head of the office the Rresident has had 
no trouble with it. Heretofore the pen- 
sion office has been a sere spot with 
every administration.

Hall Safe Co., 706 Washington avenue. 
One.of the captains and a pipeman were 
taken to the City Dispensary in an am- 
bulance. After being revived they 
went to their lj:omes.

The other pipemen who were overcome 
stayed at the scene of the fire and after 
recovering went back to work. 
Private Watchman Schaefer, whose 
beat covers the safe company, entered 


the building at 704 Washington avenue 
at 3:30 o’clock Thursday morning. As 
soon as he opened the front door he 
was driven back by 
Smoke was pouring out of the elevator 
shaft. Smoke was also coming out of 
the basement in the rear of the safe 
company. 

He turned in a still alarm and twen- 
ty minutes later turned in another. Six 
engine companies responded. The fire 
was in the basement of 706 Washington 
avenue. Captain John Miller and Pipe- 
man James’ B. Grassmuch of engine 
company 18 were the first to be over- 
come. 

Lying in Water. 

Capt. Miller was found lying in a 

foot and a half of water by Lieut. Pat 
Sheedy of engine company 12. He car- 
ried the captain up the ‘adder and he 
was taken to a waiting ambulance. Be- 
fore the ambulance started for the dis- 
pensary, Grassmuch was carried out. 
Pipeman Frank O’Connell of 18, Wal- 
ter Callona of 41, Harry Tascha of 12, 
Tony Steinmark of 18, Henry Plueger of 
18, Martin Lynch and Captain James 
Adams of 12 were able to leave the base- 
ment without aid. 
They sat on the curbstones until they 
got rid of the effects of the gas and 
smoke and then went back to fight the 
fire. 
The engines had shut down the water 
pressure at 6:15 o’clock and it was 
thought that the fire was completely 
extinguished. A fireman passing 
through the first floor saw flames shoot- 
ing up along the west wall. 


Chopped Hole in the Wall. 

It was then necessary to chop a hole 
about 2 feet square in the floor to get 
to the fire. The thickness of the floors 
made necessary by the weight of the 
safes, made it difficult for the firemen 
to cut through the floor. It took twenty 
minutes. 

The basement was filled with crating, 
waste and other rubbish. The damage 
will not amount to more than $1W0.. The 
Terminal tunnel which turns off Wash- 
ington avenue at Seventh street passes 
directly under the basement of the safe 
company. It is thought that sparks 
from a passing engine caused the fire.

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Full Confession of Prisoner Held for Mine Trag- 
edy Tells How the Infernal Machine Was 
Arranged With Wires. 





Following is the confession of Joe Ge- 
netti that he and Joe Zadra arranged 
the infernal machine that killed his 
cousin, August Genetti, and Louis Co- 
logna in Mine 17, near Collinsville, IL, | 
on July lL: | 

“Yes, I helped fix the box that killed 
my cousin, August Genetti, and Louis 
Cologna. I did not know the powder 
that was put in the box would hurt 


then. Joe Zadra tnought out the plan 
of putting the powder in the box and 
I helped him to do it. 

“One day I was talking to Zadra and | 
he asked me if I did not want to make 
some money. I told him I did. He 
said he knew how we could make it 
easy if we had $500 to start with. I 
told him I did not have $500, and he! 
asked me if I could get it if I mar- 
ried Katie Genetti. I told him I coulda. 

‘He asked me why I did not marry 
ner, and I told him it was because her 
brother, August, would not let me. 

“Then he asked me if I would give him 
$500 if he would fix it so August would 
give his consent to the wedding. I; 
said I would and he told me he had } 
a powder that would make August see; 
spirits and that he would tell August | 
that the spirits were after him because 
he would not let me marry Katie. 

First Pistol Would Not Do. 

“He did not tell me that the pow- 
der would hurt him. He told me to 
get him a revolver and I got one at 
a barber shop from a man I knew. I 
took it to Zadra, but he said it would 
not do. The trigger would not pull 
easy. 

“Then he told me to get a little one, 
so little (indicating), and I went to a 
hardware store and saw a picture of a 
little pistol in a book the boss showed 
me. That man was there (pointing to 
John Baird, who was present). 











“I did not get the pistol for several 
days and went back after it two times. 
Then I took it to Joe and he said 
it would not do, but that he could fix 
it if I got him a file. I bought him a 
file for 15 cents and he filed something 
on the pistol. 

He showed me a white powder he was 
going to use to make the spirits come. 
The night before the box went off and 
killed August and Louis Cologna, Joe 
and I walked from Glen Carbon to the 
mine, where August worked. I had 
found out where August's toolbox was. 
We both went different ways. 

First at the Mine, 

“I got to the mine first and waited 
for Joe. He had the pistol. When he 
came we went down the air shaft to 
where th box was. Joe lifted the lid 
and I gave him some soap so he could 
fix the powder from the pistol to the 
box of powder. I told him there was 
too much powder in the box and took 
some of it out. 

“He told me I was a woman and 
afraid. I thought the white powder he 
put in was what would make the spirits 
come. 

Joe fixed the wires and staples in 
! place and tied the wire to the lid of the 
box. We did not try it to see if it 


‘would work. When we left the mine we 


separated. I did not get home until the 
next morning and it was near mid- 
Ight when he got through in the mine. 


Genetti Gets Lost. 


“I walked around and got lost. A dog 


came out and barked at me and a man 
called to me. I did not ride on a train 


that night, but I hid behind a building 
when the train went past. I came to a 
little creek at one time that evening 
and used the soap to wash the dirt off 
my face and hands. When I read in the 
paper that a man said I rode on a train 
that night I laughed and said he Hed.”’

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The plan to erect a suitable armory for the 
First Regiment of the National Guard should 
not be permitted to fail for lack of a few thou- 
sand dollars.

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STATE AND FEDERAL COURTS. 

In his opinion protesting against the action of 
the State authorities of North Carolina and de- 
fending his injunction, Federal Judge Pritchard's 
logic is sound if his premises are correct. Having 
assumed jurisdiction and issued orders to the 
State authorities and the managers of the South- 
ern Railway, he is right in saying that if the 
action of his court is not sustained, the power 
of the Federal courts will be nullified. He may 
be right in protesting against the disobedience of 
the State authorities. But was Judge Pritchard 
right in his prompt interference in a purely State 
matter, which might have been equitably settled 
by the State courts? 

Why should Judge Pritchard assume that the 
Southern Railway could not get justice in the 
State courts? There was no evidence that any 
wrong had been done the railroad; there was no 
evidence that the rates fixed by the State law 
are confiscatory. The railroad company had the 
right of appeal to the Superior courts of the 
State. In fact, it could have obtained from those 
courts, until the final hearing by the State Su- 
preme Court, all the protection that Judge Pritch- 
ard granted it. But Judge Pritchard interfered 
in behalf of the railroad company before there 
was any proof that the company had been hurt, 
and before the question at issue had been decided 
by the highest tribunal of the State. If the State 
Supreme Court refused to do justice or declined 
to recognize any constitutional right of the rail- 
road company, then the corporation would have 
an appeal to the Uniteu States Supreme Court. 

Here in Missouri Judge McPherson declined to 
interfere with enforcement of tne 2-cent fare law 
by the State, on the ground that there could be 
no proof that the law was unjust.or confiscatory. 


‘He insisted that tue railroads obey the State law 


and test the rate. Several Federal judges have 
taken this same wise and conservative view of 
the question. They have refused to act precipi- 
tately suspending a State law until a good ground 
of appeal should be established. 

The crux of the issue between the Federal and 
State courts lies in the hasty interference of the 
Federal courts before a State law has been tested 
and before the judicial resources of the State 
have been thoroughly tried. The objection lies 
to the tying up of State laws and to the thrust- 
ing aside of the State courts in State mattters 
merely on the assertion of railroad attorneys 
that the company or con panies will be hurt by 
the legislation to which they object, and that 
they cannot get justice in the State courts. 

It is idle to talk of the states regulating cor- 
porations and doing their full duty towards the 
protection of their own people, if the Federal 
courts do not permit them to enforce their legis- 
lation and block the State courts. The argument 
in favor of State action is nullified when the 
United States courts, at the first petition of the 
railroad companies, issue injunctions against 
State authorities—executive and judicial. The 
only result of continued conditions of this kind is 
complete Federal “control of railroads and other 
interstate corporations. 

There is no denial anywhere of the right and 
power of the United States courts to determine 
questions relating to the Federal Constitution 
as affecting the validity of legislation in which a 
constitutional .question is involved. But. there 
is a rising protest against hasty interference be- 
fore the legislation complained of has been test- 
ed, and before there is any proof of inability 
to obtain justice in the State courts.

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REDEEM THE MERAMEC. 

Of course, the Meramec is treacherous and 
dangerous, but not more so than the average 
American river which has not been in any way 
improved. It would be remarkable if it were not 
dangerous to the inexperienced. It is in the same 
uncared for condition as when no white men had 
seen it and no great city had grown up near it. 

But it is without question one of the most de- 
sirable resorts for the people of St. Louis, and 
merely to call it a death trap or call attention 
to the number of drownings that take place there 
will not keep the young people of St. Louis away 
from it or do much to prevent further accidents. 
Some practical steps should be taken to reduce 
the danger to a minimum. 

Among suggestions that have been made to 
this end are that certain spots be set aside for 
bathing beaches and improved by dredging and 
filling. Bath houses could be built and bathing 
might be prohibited except at these points. To 
make boating safer, one or more life-saving sta- 
tions could be located at suitable points, and the 
county authorities might prohibit the use of 
canoes by fnexperienced persons and those who 
could not swim well. Placards might be put up 
along the bank, warning persons in boats or 
otherwise in regard to especially dangerous spots 
in the river. |

RKANSAS will surprise’ the 
world this year with her peacb 
crop,”’ B. D. Crane; a wholesaic 

grocer of Fort Smith, said to a Wash- 
ington Herald reporter at the Raleigh. 
“The peach yield all over the country 
has practically been a failure this sea- 
son, and, with the exception of Cali- 
| fornia, my State will supply nearly half 
of the markets of the United States 


with this particular fruit, of which 
the American neople are so fond. 

“The Elberta is the peach on which 
Arkansas depends for this year’s output. 
During the season, and as the fruit rip- 
ens, the commission merchants are max- 
ing preparations to send out something 
like 2700 carloads of this fruit. These 
cars will go from one end of the coun- 
try to the other, and, with ‘From Ar- 
kansas’ on the little boxes, will make 
people open their eyes who have hardly 
ever heard cf the State before. 

“And Arkansas, by the bye, has the 
largest peach orchard in the United 
States, if not in the world. It covers 
an urea of more than 3000 acres, and is 
located about a hundred miles south of 
Fort Smith. This orchard will produce 
enough peaches this year to yield its 
owner a emall fortune, and he is look- 
ing forward to the harvest of the mam- 
moth orchard with much interest. Ar- 
kansas also produces its share of the 
dairy products of this country; so, you 
see, several million people this year will 
eat peaches and cream from the State 
from which I hail.’

T 1S generally supposed that the 
big timber wolf of America amounts 
to little as a killer of men when 





compared with his Siberian cousin, but 
this is not entirely true. Arthur Hem- 
ing, the author and illustrator of “Spirit 
Lake,” who has lived much with the 
fur hunters of the Canadian Northwest, 
tells the following story as an illus- 
tration of this fact: 

Several winters ago an old Dog-rib 
Indian, named Pot-fighter’s-father, was 
trapping near Fort Rae on Great Slave 
Lake. Being in need of meat, he set 
out to hunt caribou. Although he had 
said that he would return to camp 
that night, on the third day after his de- 
parture he was still missing. His fam- 
ily became alarmed, and notified some 
neighboring hunters, who set out to 
trail the old man. After following his 
tracks for half a day, they came sud- 
denly upon the foot-prints of an un- 
usually large wolf which had turned to 
trail the hunter. For some miles the 
brute had evidently followed close be- 





verging at times as though § seeking 
cover, and then again stalking his prey 
in the open. One Indian continued to 
follow the old man’s trail, while the 
other followed that of the wolf. The 
great size of the wolf’s tracks filled the 
Indians with anxiety for the safety of 
tHeir friend, and they hurried on as 
quickly as possible. 

They had not gone far before they 
discovered that Pot-fighter’s-father had 
come upon a herd of caribou, and a lit- 
tle further on they found lying on the 
snow a couple of caribou carcasses that 
he had shot. Strange to say, the ani- 
mals had not been skinned, nor had 
their tongues en removed. More re- 
markable still, the wolf—although pass- 
ing close to them—had not stopped to 
feed. The Indians now vividly realized 
their friend’s danger, and hurried on all 
the faster. Soon they came upon an- 
other dead caribou, and this time Pot- 
fighter’s-father had skinned it, and had 
cut out its tongue; but again the wolf 
had refused to touch the deer. Con- 
tinuing their pursuit, they discovered a 
prush wind-break where the hunter had 
evidently stopped to camp for the night. 
Now they noticed that the tracks of 
the wolf took to cover among the scrub. 
Approaching the shelter, they read in 
the snow the signs of a terrible strug- 
gle between a man and a wolf. 

The hunter’s gun, snowshoes and sash 
containing his knife, rested against the 
wind-break, and his ax stood in the 
snow where he had been cutting brush. 
To the Indians the snow was like an 
open book. From it they read the story 
of the long-drawn fight. 

Here the snow told how the great wolf 
had leaped upon the back of the un- 
suspecting man while he was carrying 
an armful of brush, and had knocked 
him down. There it showed that the 
man had grappled with the brute and 
rolled it over upon its back. Here the 
signs showed where the wolf had brok- 
en free; there, where it had attacked 
again; here, where the two had grappled 
again and in their struzgle had rolled

But for a probable explanation of the 
reason for the Mound City four and 
barge crews’ defeat at Creve Coeur 
Lake last Sunday, published in Mon- 
day’s Post-Dispatch, it is doubtful if 
the Mound City four would make the 
trip East. 


Mound City Favorite. 


The Century four defeated the Mound 
City four, whieh had won at Creve 
Coeur for two years and in all had 
scored six victories without a defeat. 
The Century erew had been rowing to- 
gether not quite a montn and was the 
only opponent that the wearers of the 
orange and black had for the four-oared 
championship. Odds of 2 to 1 and finally 
3 to 1 were offered on the Mound Citys 
with few takers. The Century B, C. 
crew won by half a length. In the barge 
race, which was also conceded to the 
Mound Citys, in which rowed the crack 
four, the Western R. C. crew came 
along and nipped the Mound Citys at 
the finish line, winning handily. The 
comnrent on the Mound City four was 
anything but complimentary. “Over- 
rated,” “Never beat a good crew,” 
‘‘Chainpions? Yes, newspaper cham- 
pions,” were some of the comments 
neard all over. Naturally the Mound 
City four felt rather bitter about their 
defeat. They did not complain or offer 
any excuses. They credited the Cen- 
turys with being the faster crew and de- 
clared that the best man had won, only 
they would like to have another chance. 


Led to the Turn. 


Dwight Evans of the winning Century 
crew declared that the Mound Citys 
had led his crew to the turn by almost 
a length, but a miserable round iost 
the Mound Citys two lengths. The 
Mound City oarsmen always proved 
fast on rounding the stake. A visit to 
the Mound City R. C. tent disclosed 
the reason. Big Charles Amann’s 
thumb was devoid of skin and was raw 
and bleeding. The skin had been torn 
off at the turn. Nevertheless he rowed 
the remaining three-quarters of a mile 
suffering great pain. Wrapping a ban- 
dage around the thumb, he entered the 
double and won with Oliver Yackey, 
also of the four crew. In the barge 
Suerig’s mit had been reached and the 
barge was defeated. 

When the reason for the poor turn 
was rublished Monday the Mound City 
oarsmen were greatly ,leased. They 
did not wish to make any excuses for 
their trimming, but knew they had a 
good one. Since Monday and last nignt 
every member of the Mound City Club 
tried to make it a point to see Amann, 
to see if his thumb was really as bad 
as reported, as they knew that he could 
not stroke a crew properly if it was. 
His thumb is healing, but what they 
saw satisfied them.

Yet he has ex- 
treme confidence that this time he will 
place the Aemrican flag at the mag- 
netic point. 

Within the next ten days Peary hopes 
to sail for the North. Supplies are 
going aboard the Roosevelt and her 
crew of hardy Maine fishermen and 
Newfoundlanders have been notified to 
report. 

Peary is nervous under the enforced 
delay of his departure, as his ship was 
to have been ready July 1. 

The explorer is confident his voyage 
will be made 60 per cent easier by the 





knowledge he gained on his last voy- 
ge On that trip he succeeded in 
etal within 174 miles of the goal and 
was then forced to turn back. This 
time he will travel the same route. 

When he steams out of the East River 
Peary will sail directly for North Syd- 
ney, where he expects to arrive ten 
days later. There he will pick up his 
Eskimo men and women and his dogs. 
He will take on his last supply of coal 
at Ktah, end after leaving that point 
will be entirely cut off from communi- 
cation with the rest of the world. 

Peary takes the wives of his Eskimos 
with him because they are of great help 
in sewing furs, making blankets and 
sledges ane dressing the meat their hus- 
bands bring into camp.

Black rust was 
reported in several sections of South 
Dakota and Minnesota, and the weather 
is considered just the ‘tind to develop 
the rust. The heavy rains of Saturday 
flooded the inarshy scil in many fields 
and the weather in the Northwest is 
now hot and muggy.

Says His Wife, From 


Whom He Is Separated, Set Trap Which 


Predicament. 





When Thomas H. Musgrave, a 


wealthy planter of Barfield, Ark., was 
persuaded by his wife, from whom he 
is separated, into taking a bath at his 
rooming house, 3402 Lawton avenue, 
Wednesday afternoon, he little dreamed 
that she had two deputy constables and 
a lawyer waiting to seize his clothes on 
an attachment issued by Justice of the 


Peace Spaulding. 

Musgrave came to St. Louls a week 
ago to attend to business. His vtife, who 
has been living here since their separa- 
tion, nine days after their marriage, 
last October, learned of his presence in 
the city. Musgrave says she tried to 
induce him te live with her again, but 
he refused. When he returned to his 
room about 4 p. m., after a hard day’s 
work, he found Mrs. Musgrave waiting 
for him. He was steaming with per- 
spiration, and she suggested that he 
would be in a better mood to talk over 
their domestic troubles if he took a 
bath. Musgrave went to the bathroom 
and plunged into the cool water. 

Just as he was beginning to enjoy the 
exhilarating effect of the bath, an alien 
head popped into the door and a long 
arm made a reach for his’ trousers. 
Springing out of the tub, Musgrave 
seized the garment and pushed the 
deputy into the hall. 

Constable Took Clothing. 

Before Musgrave got the door closed 
the deputy constable thrust into his 
band the writ of attachment. As Mus- 
grave had no spectacles in the bathroom. 
he could not read the writ, but an- 
ticipating that something lively was 
happening on the outside he hastily 
got into the few garments he had in 
the bathroom. Before he was dressed 
Mrs. Mary Batten, the landlady, ex- 
citedly informed him that several men 
were searching his room. 

By the time Musgrave got to his room 
the men were gone. Mrs. Musgrave 
was also gone. Musgrave began look- 
ing for his spectacles, so he could read 
the paper, but a search revealed to him 
that they were gone, and with them al- 
most everything else of value in his 
room. 


The clothing left consisted of a 
wrinkled, coat and baggy trousers, a 
soiled shirt and collar and a pair of old 
shoes. He put these on and hastened 
down to Constable Mike Kinney’s office 
at 620 Chestnut street, and tried to re- 
Bain possession of his clothes, but 
failed. 

The attachment on which Musgrave’s 
clothes were seized was issued at the 
instance of J. M. Benny, as assignee 
neo. 3d. di O’Keefe, who has a claim 
of $250 for medical services against Mus- 
grave. D. J. O’Keefe, a brother of the 
physician, represented Benny as attor- 
ney in the court proceedings, and went 
with Deputy Constable Max Ketcher 
to Mrs. Batten’s residence to seize the 
planter’s effects. 


Blames Wife for Trouble. 

Musgrave blames his wife for the en- 
tire trouble. He says Mrs. Musgrave 
was formerly Miss Josephine Perdue 
of St. Louis. He married her on brief 
acquaintance and took her to his Ark- 
ansas plantation. Nine days later, he 
Says, he sent her back to St. Louls and 
has since refused to recognize her as his 
wife. 

Musgrave got considerable notoriety 
some time ago as the result of being in- 
dicted on several charges made by 
Misses Marion Emmons and Adilena 
Vitt of St. Louis. The girls complained 
that they had been induced to go to 
Barfield as housekeepers for Musgrave 
and when they got there found condi- 
tions very different from what they 
had been represented. They sued him 
for damages and got judgments against 
him in the Arkansas courts. John Fitz- 
gerald, a detective, has a judgment 
against Musgrave for services rendered 
in connection with these cases. 

Musgrave said Thursday that the con- 
stables did not get his purse. He says 
he turned $1600, his watch and some 
other valuables over to his attorney a 
day or two ago, having heard that an 
attachment was to be issued against 
him. 

Justice Spaulding has set the attach- 
ment suit for a hearing Aug. 9. The suit- 
case has not been opéned and its con- 
tents will not be known until the case 
is decided.

“Tam not afraid of what he would say 
against Haywood, but I am afraid to let

As to Pettibone, Darrow said the cir- 
cumstances were much the same.

Nineteen-Story Building, Highest 
in Town, Assured at Broad- 
way and Olive. 








W. H. Miltenberger, president of the 
La Salle Realty Co., took out a per- 
mit Thursday for the proposed 19-story 
La Salle Building, to occupy a plot 28x 
102 feet at the northwest corner of 
Broadway and Olive street.

The exterior is to be of perpendicular 
Gothic, with a body color of chocolate 
brick trimmed with ivory white terra 
cotta. 

The offices are to be spacious and the 
building will contain three high-speed 
elevators. 

Honduras mahogany will be used for 
the interior finish. Corridors will be 
li niwdeth VEU-r ocmfwyp oin 
lined with Italian marble wainscoting. 
The first floor entrance vestibule will 
be lined with Geneva marble and 
trimmed with handsome double electro 
plated vertigree ornamental iron feat- 
ures. The floors of the entrance of the 
corridors will be that of white Italian 
marble. Contracts for the canstruction 
have been Jed to Caldwell & Drake, the 
well-known contractors. 

Caldwell & Drake to Build It. 

Contracts for the construction have 
been let to Caldwell & Drake. The dis- 
mantling of the present four-story 


building of the site will be begun with- 
out delay, the construction being hur- 


ried to completion. 

The site is regarded as the most val- 
uable parcel of land in St. Louis, the 
La Salle Realty Co. acquiring a 99-year 
lease of it from Mayor Rolla Wells, at 
an annual net rental of 4 per cent on
